Americnn Sailors Create a Riot 


Over a Flask ot Whisky.

H.—The 


Steamer Uelgk; from Hong Kong via 
Honolulu brings advices from Kobe to 
the effect that a serious riot occurred 
there on July l-!th between a number of 
sailors from the American ships York- 
town and Boston and R mob of Japan* 
ese coolies on tbe occasion of a ball 
game between a team from the two war- 
ships and the European nine of Kobe. 
The row commenced when a coolie, hav- 
ing stolen a flask of whisky from a blue 
jacket, was caught aud chastised by tbe 
latter. The local police a tie Dip ted to 
interfere but hia ahipmatee ruehed to 
hia aid and marched in a body to a res* 
taurant where they made a stand and 
defied the natives. An immense crowd 
assembled and tbe attitude of the coolies 
waa decidedly manacing while tho po- 
lice made no effort to disperse the mob, 
and the bluejackets determined to light 
their way through the mob to tbe water 
front. Stones and other uiieailes were 
exchanged and when a reinforcement 
came ashore some hours later the po- 
lice dispersed the coolies and the Bailors 
boarded their respective ships without 
further molestation.

;ream ol tartar. The buildings will be 
,wo in number, located on tho east side 
of tho spur track connecting; with the 
Pollasky branch of the .Southern Pacific 
ail road, opposite tbe northeast corner 
of tbe St. George wiuery. 


One hundred and twenty-live thou- 


sand feet of lumber will be ueod in con- 
struction, Tim heavier timbers were 
cut to measurement in tho forests of 
L'ugBt sound. Must of the lumber to 
De used, being Oregon pino, will bo fur- 
nlabed by San Francleco dealers, the 
balance being procured in Fresno. To 
prepare tbo ground for the buildings 
one and a half ncres of vines hail to be 
uprooted. The grapea were just turn- 
ing to rlpeneea and the vines were 
heavily loaded. It looked like vandal- 
ism, but tho march of progress could 
iot be stayed. 
The process to be uaed in the Fresno 


tartar worke ie that Invented and pat- 
ented by U. du Latour of San Franciuco, 
an eminent chemist and manufacturer, 
who haa spent yeora of valuable time 
and money In making i-xperiniBiite. It 
IB neither claimed nor expected that a 
fortune will he at once realized by the 
promoters of thia industry, hut they 
Impe by economy in management and 
strict attention to detail tc cbtsin a fair 
return tor tho capital invested. 


All the kottlce, pipes and in fact every- 


thing that tbo acid cornea in contact 
with aro made of copper, BO that the 
,iost of the plant is necessarily largo.

This ia prominently evidenced 
by the fact that cream of tartar manu- 
facturers aro compelled to uae copper 
fittings throughout their works. .Still 
other vineynniiBta haveused the pomace 
as a fertilizer, but thia, too, is of doubt- 
ful utility.
